Attorney Law 
told Judge Southern th a t a fair trial 
for Powers in Harrison county would 
be an ‘impossibility.” 
Powers Has Icy Stare. 
Powers sat with an icy stare in his

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov., 21.—An 
investigation was launched today to 
determine the cause of the explo­ 
sion which killed four men and ser­ 
iously injured nine others and shat­ 
tered the Standard Oil company 
Tanker, Charlie Watson. It was be­ 
lieved the explosion was caused 
when gasoline from a broken hose 
was ignited in a manner which is 
not yet known. The tanker was be­ 
ing unloaded of a cargo of gasoline 
at pier 43 w’hen the blast occurred.

Blast Rocks Ship 
Those injured were all members I 
of the crew except R. F. Finnegan, j VjCC 
who was employed on the pier 
where the tanker was unloading. 
Nearly a quarter of a million gal­ 
lons of gasoline had been unloaded 
when the explosion rocked the ship. 
About 36,000 gallons remained in the 
tanker, making the task of subduing 
the flames extremely hazardous. 
Captain Oscar J. Landahl, G an­ 
non and Henry B. Crockett, insur­ 
ance man, were on the bridge when 
The first 
two ran forward and were hurled 
in the air by the explosion. Lan­ 
dahl was reported to be in a critical 
condition. Crockett ran toward the 
stem of the ship and escaped in­ 
jury. Three members of the crew 
were hurled into the water and 
swam ashore. The six others in­ 
jured were either blown onto the 
pier or to the deck of the ship. 
Pouring tons of water into the 
burning craft, the fire department 
Ifhd the blaze under control within 
twenty minutes.

It would be quite a task to keep a family of ten people going even in 
ordinary times, with the number of pairs of shoes, suits of underwear, 
and other garments which would have to be supplied, but with no money 
coming into the house, the family was in a sorry plight. They were com­ 
pletely outfitted with warm clothing for the winter and were given food 
to supply their immediate need.

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AGE AND EFFICIENCY 
T 
HE late William James, reputedly the greatest of American 
psychologists, is said to have declared that most men are 
old fogies at the age of 25. 
Bruce Barton interprets this state­ 
ment to mean that by the age of 2 5 most men have formed 
permanent prejudices and have closed their minds to all new 


ideas. 
✓ 
If this theory be correct, which we do not believe, there 
are certainly many striking exceptions. 
Many men long past 
the age mentioned have struck out into new fields of endeavor 
and have developed abilities in later life of which they gave lit­ 


tle promise in their youth. 
As to the continuance of executive and creative activities 
to ripe old age, innumerable examples may be cited. 
Consider 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, an active member of the Supreme 
Court at 90; President Hindenburg of Germany at 84; Andrew 
W. Mellon holding one of the most important cabinet positions 
at 76; Thomas A. Edison, who continued at work until a short 
time before his recent death at 84. 
I he list might be continued 


almost indefinitely. 
Some former notables who prolonged their activities tar 
beyond the allotted span of three score and ten may also be 
mentioned. 
Sophocles finished his “ Oedipus at Colonus 
at 90, 
Titian continued to paint almost to the time of his death at 99; 
Michaelangelo did some of his finest work after he was 80, 
Clemenceau wrote his memoirs at 84; Tennyson wrote his lyric 
masterpiece, “ Crossing the Bar,” after he was 80; Goethe 


completed “ Faust” at about the same age. 
But if these grand old men ever heard of psychologists 


it is evident that they did not take them too seriously. 


MULTITUDE OF THE GREAT 
In the first chapter of “Plutarch’s Lives,” the author of that im­ 
perishable dictionary of ancient biography says that as the geographers 
of th at age added notes to their maps to the .effect th a t beyond their 
borders nothing lay but sandy deserts or frozen seas, so he, after re­ 
counting the lives of the greatest men of the past and passing through 
the periods in which real history finds a footing, would hold that theie 
is nothing beyond save prodigies and fictions. 
But he lived and wrote at a time when geography had not en­ 
compassed the globe and when there w?as no press to keep the daily 
records of the race. 
The American comprehensive biographer has not 
to fear th at there have been some who have lived beyond the circle of 
the known and so have escaped notice; his concern is only lest there 
should be omission of the names of any of the known who ought to be 
nationally remembered. 
American biography cannot be circumscribed in the m anner of 
ancient maps. 
There are too many men and women in the United 
States w?hose deeds or misdeeds deserve perpetuation and the new crop 
is always large and frequently harvested. 
No American comrnun.»ty is 
satisfied with itself if it has not produced at least one great man or 
woman and most of them have justification for such contentment. 
The table of contents of the first volume of a new wrork on Amer­ 
ican biography begins with an astronomer bom in New York and ends 
w’ith an immigrant Jesuit priest who attained fame as a scientist. Be­ 
tween those are statesmen, educators, scientists, professional folk, a meat 
packer, pioneer manufacturer, a desperado, a playw’right, an organ de­ 
signer, a baseball player, a railroad executive, a printer, a rabbi, a navi­ 
gator, an engraver, a showman, a humorous journalist, an Indian fight­ 
er, a minister and a Negro leader. 


BATTLE OF THE CENTURY 
Agreements have just been signed for the next battle of the cen­ 
tury. And what a battle it will be. 
It will not bring two heavyweight bruisers into the prize ring, nor 
two golfers into competition on the links, nor two netmen face to face 
upon the courts. Unique among battles of this and past centuries will 
be the fight to the death between those 
twfo gladiators 
of the bridge 
table, Sidney S. Lenz and Ely Culbertson. 
One hundred and fifty rounds they 
will play in New York for a 
purse to which both will contribute and which will go to charity. 
In

ods of hygiene we are saving more 
of the children of the slender droopy 
type and as these are the most pro­ 
lific we are nourishing a generation 
doomed to bad posture«. 
Undoubtedly also the comforts and 
improvements of modern life have 
tended to increase poor posture hab­ 
its. The average boy or girls of to­ 
day does not have to do so much 
physical work as did their grand­ 
parents at the same age. There is 
little wood chopping for fire* there 
is even little shoveling of coal into 
ltirnaces. Fewer errands to run: ; 
the delivery system of stores has 
modified that.
